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The  Practice  of  "One  Country,  Two  Systems" 

in  Hong  Kong 

Development  and  Challenge

Abstract 

This  paper  examines  Hong  Kong  people's  attitudes  toward  the 
implementation  of  the  "one  country,  two  systems"  policy  since 
Hong  Kong's  return  to  Chinese  sovereignty,  on  the  basis  of  the 
results  of  an  on-going  telephone  survey  study.  From  the 
perspective  of  public  opinion,  the  experience  of  the  "one  country, 
two  systems"  in  practice  after  the  return  has  been  largely  positive. 
Yet,  the  practice  also  faces  uncertainty  or  challenge:  (1)  the 
legitimacy  of  the  Hong  Kong  SAR  government  continues  to  remain 
weak;  (2)  the  evolving  Chinese  economy  and  politics  are  far  from 
stable;  (3)  it  seems  that  the  Chinese  government  has  increased  its 
interference  in  Hong  Kong-related  affairs.  The  Hong  Kong  SAR 
and  the  Chinese  governments  should  take  up  these  problems  and 
find  ways  to  solve  them. 
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
